Officials announce 
revamp of O’Hare 
Blue Line branch

The CTA is promising faster trips between 
downtown and O’Hare on the Blue Line 
after a four-year modernization project was 
announced Thursday morning. 

The $492 million project will include im- 
provements to the tracks, station houses, 
signals and power supply A combination of 
federal, state and local funds will be tapped to 
pay for the project, but today only $86 million 
in state funding was announced. 

By eliminating slow zones and allowing 
trains to operate at top speeds of 55 mph dur- 
ing longer segments, CTA officials predict 
that travel times between downtown and 
O’Hare, which now take about 50 minutes, 
will be cut by up to 10 minutes. 

Currently Blue Line trains operating to 
and from O’Hare and the Loop incur speed 
restrictions ranging from 35 mph to 15 mph 
as a precautionary measure following track 
inspections that found the wooden rail ties 
were in poor condition and in need of replace- 
ment, the CTA said this summer. 

Officials said the work will be the larg- 
est investment in the Blue Line since it was 
extended from Jefferson Park to O’Hare 
30 years ago. 

The Blue Line’s O’Hare branch provided 
more than 25 million rides last year. 

Work was expected to begin next year, 
and extend through 2017. The Blue Line will 
remain open, unlike the recently completed 
Red Line South project, which kept the line 
south of Cermak Road closed for six months. 

CTA officials said today that riders should 
expect periodic weekend closures of sections 
of the O’Hare branch. Alternate service, such 
as shuttle buses, will be provided. 

But in August, the CTA approved a 
$20.4 million contract to hire Kiewit Infra- 



structure Co. as the general contractor to per- 
form track and structural work on the O’Hare 
branch between the Damen and Logan 
Square stations. The project is designed to 
address slow zones that haven’t been repaired 
during previous construction projects, offi- 
cials said. Work was set to start in the spring 
and be completed in 2014, officials said. 

Between 2007 and 2009, the CTA com- 
pleted two projects that targeted slow zones 
affecting service between the O’Hare and Ad- 
dison stations and the stretch of track north 
of Division to south of Clinton in the Dear- 
born subway

ANTI-APARTHEID 
WARRIOR LEAVES A 
LEGACY OF PEACE

JOHANNESBURG South African anti-apart- 
heid hero Nelson Mandela died peacefully 
at home at the age of 95 on Thursday after 
months fighting a lung infection, plunging his 
nation and the world into mourning for a man 
revered as a moral giant. 

The former president and Nobel Peace 
Prize laureate had been frail and ailing for 
nearly a year with a recurring lung illness that 
dated back to the 27 years he spent in apart- 
heid jails, including the notorious Robben Is- 
land penal colony 

But while his passing had been long ex- 
pected, President Jacob Zuma’s announce- 
ment of the death late Thursday shook South 
Africa. The streets of the capital Pretoria and 
of Johannesburg were hushed, and in bars and 
nightclubs, music was turned off as people 
gathered to quietly talk about the news. 

A somber Zuma told the nation in a tele- 
vised address that Mandela “passed on peace- 
fully in the company of his family” 

Tributes began flooding in almost imme- 
diately for a man who was a global symbol of 
struggle against injustice and of racial recon- 
ciliation. 

President Obama said the world had lost 
“one of the most influential, courageous and 
profoundly good human beings that any of us 
will share time with on this earth.” 

Nigerian President Goodluck Jonathan 
said the death “will create a huge vacuum that 
will be difficult to fill in our continent”. 

South Africans were in shock. “It feels like 
it’s my father who has died. He was such a 
good man, who had good values the nation 
could look up to. He was a role model unlike 
our leaders of today” said Annah Khokhozela, 
37, a nanny in Johannesburg. 

In his broadcast, Zuma ordered flags to be 
flown at half mast and said there would be a

Mandela rose from rural obscurity to chal- 
lenge the might of white minority apart- 
heid government— a struggle that gave the 
20th century one of its most respected and 
loved figures. 

He was among the first to advocate armed 
resistance to apartheid in i960 but was quick 
to preach reconciliation and forgiveness when 
the country’s white minority began easing its 
grip on power 30 years later. 

Former comrades and foes were united in 
their praise for Mandela, who was elected 
president in landmark all-race elections in 
1994 after helping to steer the race-divided 
country towards reconciliation and away 
from civil war. 

Mandela was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1993, an honor he shared with the 
country’s last white president, F. W de Klerk. 

As president, Mandela faced the task of 
forging a new nation from the racial injustices 
left over from apartheid, making reconcilia- 
tion the theme of his time in office. 

The hallmark of Mandela’s mission was 
the dfuth and Reconciliation Commission, 
which probed apartheid crimes on both sides 
of the struggle and tried to heal the country’s 
wounds. It provided a model for other coun- 
tries torn by civil strife. 

In 1999, Mandela handed over power to 
younger leaders better equipped to manage 
a modern economy— a rare voluntary depar- 
ture from power cited as an example to Afri- 
can leaders. 

In retirement, Mandela shifted his energies 
to battling South Africa’s AIDS crisis, a strug- 
gle that became personal when he lost his only 
surviving son to the disease in 2005. 

Mandela’s last major appearance on the 
global stage came in 2010, when he attended 
the championship match of the soccer World 
Cup hosted by South Africa, where he re- 
ceived a thunderous ovation. 

Charged with capital offenses in the infa- 
mous 1963 Rivonia Trial, his statement from 
the dock was his political testimony 

“During my lifetime I have dedicated my- 
self to this struggle of the African people. I 
have fought against white domination, and I 
have fought against black domination.”

American teacher

Great acting, cold justice 


When you meet a 
dude with a tattoo on 
his throat that reads 
“Cut throat,” you 
know you are in, uh, 
rough territory 
Russell (Christian 
Bale) sees this first- 
hand when he heads 
from his not-exactly- 
upscale Pennsylvania 
steel mill town to the 
mountains in isolated 
New Jersey, search- 
ing for his brother, 
Rodney (Casey Affleck). Rodney has served 
four tours in Iraq (the film is set in ’o8), and 
asserts that he has done more for his country 
than his country’s done for him. He’s differ- 
ent than he used to be, he tells Russell. He’s 
seen things that can’t be unseen. 

“Out of the Furnace” comes from 
director/co-writer Scott Cooper, who doesn’t 
recapture the precise, lived-in excellence of 
his “Crazy Heart” but delivers plenty of nice- 
ly descriptive language that the cast chomps 
into like a gourmet burger. “This [bleeper] 
drives itself,” mutters Harlan (a fantastic and 
unsettling Woody Harrelson) after his date to 
the drive-in asks if he’ll be able to drive while 
sick and drunk.

his uncle Red (Sam Shepard) how he’s doing, 
the man responds, “Still on this side of the 
grass.” Obviously, that’s as mild as optimism 
gets. These guys are passing time, and it’s 
passing them by 

With flickers of last year’s “Killing Me 
Softly,” this Internet-free, debt-riddled 
world of working-class men and outsider 
justice doesn’t click into place like “Win- 
ter’s Bone.” Cooper should have directly 
explored the government’s lack of care 
toward veterans, not just brought it up. Rus- 
sell’s drunken car accident and subsequent 
incarceration recall ‘Another Earth” and the 
notion of one moment derailing a life, as his 
girlfriend (Zoe Saldana) doesn’t stick with 
her convict boyfriend long. It’s revealing to 
see Russell’s occupation not change much in 
and out of prison. 

StiU, sequences of hunting and hand-to- 
hand combat consider what it takes to attack 
someone, or something, looking you in the 
eyes. And sometimes a bunch of pros putting 
on a tough show just does the trick. In “Out 
of the Furnace,” the deadly game makes up for 
the sense of having played parts of it before.

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Setting a soundtrack 
for death in Mexico 



Many music fans 
and writers trip over 
themselves trying to 
predict the indus- 
try’s next big trend. 
Genres are invented. 
Hype emerges, then 
disappears. But rarely 
does something as chilling come along as nar- 
co corridos, Mexican songs glamorizing drug 
cartels’ ruthless violence that the killers play 
after executions. Director Shaul Schwarz’s 
shocking and upsetting documentary “Narco 
Cultura,” addresses this increasingly popular 
subculture, and it won’t be easy to forget the 
image of a venue packed with concertgoers 
singing in unison, “We’re bloodthirsty crazy 
and we like to kill.” 

The film alternates between time with Ed- 
gar Quintero, a successful Los Angeles-based 
corrido singer who wants to gain more first- 
hand knowledge of his material, and Richi

Soto, a crime scene investigator in Juarez, 
Mexico. There, the movie demonstrates, the 
murder rate has skyrocketed (despite the safe, 
peaceful community in El Paso, Texas, just 
across the river) as powerful cartels fight for 
control of the border town. Decapitations 
and dismemberments are common. Investi- 
gations and punishments are minimal. The 
city seems to be run by its criminals, with the 
law looking the other way for its own safety 
and kids looking up to the dangerous, wealthy 
people who kill to succeed in a jobless, 
opportunity-free place. 

Onscreen text at the end of “Narco Cul- 
tura” indicates Movimiento Alterado music 
has been banned on Mexican radio and TV. 
Schwarz should have spent time addressing 


the artists’ reception and critics, not just 
indicating that an initially hesitant Wal-Mart 
eventually ordered copies of an El Komander 
album in bulk. Can anyone with a decent 
voice become a star in this genre, since the 
lyrics appear to be written almost in minutes? 
How are parents addressing their kids’ ad- 
miration of lawless murderers? This doc also 
misses a chance to unpack how slow changes 


in American drug policy have affected the 
operations of Mexican suppliers, or how 
many people leave Juarez— a place some have 
called the world’s murder capital. 

“My dream is that there would be no more 
murders here,” says a child whose only crime 
is growing up in an unsafe place. It goes 
without saying that far too many Chicagoans 
know what that’s like.

Lost in translation 


When setting a love 
story in a war- torn 
environment, it’s nice 
to actually recognize 
the who, what and 
why of the conflict— 
not just treat it like 
an inconvenience to 

In the flashbacks of “Twice Born,” lovely 
Italian Gemma (Penelope Cruz) meets 
lively American Diego (Emile Hirsch) 
in Bosnia. The attraction is instant. She 
thinks this 23 -year-old photographer is too 
young for her; he’d be foolish to let her 
halfhearted doubts stop him, so he doesn’t. 
Then suddenly he’s returning from an 
indeterminate period of absence and she’s 
getting divorced, but the timing is perfect 
and for some reason Gemma’s dad loves 
Diego. Huh? 

Poorly adapted by director/co-writer Ser- 
gio Castellitto and co-writer Margaret Maz- 
zantini from her novel “Venuto al mondo,” 
“Twice Born” provides minimal detail regard- 
ing the Bosnian War. The focus remains on 
Diego, who really wants a child, and Gemma, 
who learns she’s 97 percent sterile. Clearly 
this puts a kink in Diego’s promise that, 
“Every day will be a party with me, baby” 
in scenes that find Hirsch succeeding only 
as an annoyingly peppy contrivance. Their

adoption attempt inspires a bizarrely tearful 
rejection from a psychologist who claims 
that, despite Diego’s suddenly disclosed and 
then forgotten criminal history, no couple 
could be more deserving. Once a surrogate 
named Aska (Saadet Aksoy) gets involved, 
the story piles on sudden emotional swings 
and plot twists where there should have been 
an honest examination of a fantasy relation- 
ship weighed down by reality 

Cruz holds the melodrama in check, but 
far too much action of consequence happens 
off-screen. Meanwhile, what’s on-screen 
frequently becomes irritating, from their 
pal Gojco’s (Adnan Haskovic) tendency to 
speak in poetry to randomly placed scenes of 
present-day believably aged Gemma bringing 
her son Pietro (Pietro Castellitto) to Sara- 
jevo, where he was born. 

The filmmakers hope viewers will delight 
in wondering about the identity of Pietro’s 
parents. I just wondered why we should care 
that Aska likes Nirvana (which is emphasized 
repeatedly) or believe Diego’s claim that the 
weirdest love stories are the best. Like too 
much of the interminable “Twice Born,” this 
refers to facts not in evidence.

CHICAGO’S ITALIAN WONDERLAND 


RedEye 

A gourmet Italian food court on steroids. A mini-mall of cheese and 
wine-fueled bacchanalia. An Ikea-like wonderland with pizza and 
really expensive olive oil instead of furniture and Swedish meatballs. 
These are just a few of the ways to describe Eataly the massive Ital- 
ian super-store that opened Monady Though it might sound like an 
Americanized concept from the cutesy name, this grocery-restaurant 
mashup started in Italy before spreading elsewhere. Chef/TV per- 
sonality/restaurateur multitaskers Mario Batali, Lidia Bastianich and 
Joe Bastianich are partners in the Newlihrk and Chicago (43 E. Ohio 
St., 312-521-8700) locations.

Birreria 

Italians aren’t all about wine, you 
know. On the second floor, windows 
reveal gleaming brewery tanks with a 
glassed-in bar next door. 

Whafs to drink: 16 draft beers ($8- 
$10) and dozens of bottled beers, in- 
cluding plenty of intriguing Italian of- 
ferings ($6-$48) alongside local craft 
options including Half Acre Chub 
Step porter and Revolution Local 
Hero I PA. Made-on-premise beers, 
brewed in conjunction with Dogfish 
Head’s Sam Calagione and two Italian 
brewers, are not yet available but will 
debut soon. 

Loved it: Draft beers from Del Borgo, 
an eight-year-old Italian brewery. The 
Rubus, a tart raspberry ale, is a must- 
drink for fans of sour beer. Bonus 
points for offering beers in Teku 
glasses, stemware that some consid- 
er the world’s best beer glass. 

Gripes: I was bummed that the 
made-on-site beers weren’t ready at 
opening, and I wasn’t consoled by my 
oblivious, over-burdened server. 


Seating: Yes, at barstools and high- 
top tables. 

The wait: I found a table right away 
at 5 p.m. on opening night, but I had 
to grab a menu from a nearby table, 
flag down a server and then check in 
later to find out where my beer was. 
When my drink finally arrived, I really 
needed it. kate bernot 

La Piazza 

Piazza means “city square’’ in Italian, 
but here, it’s the nexus of four food 
bars and a big gathering area in the 
middle. Though the bars look sepa- 
rate, you can order food from all of 
them anywhere in La Piazza. 

What’s to eat: Sumptions meats and 
cheeses from I Salumi I Formaggi, 
fried snacks from II Fritto, oysters 
and raw fish plates from II Crudo and 
fresh-made mozzarella with various 
accompaniments from La Mozzarella. 
Loved it: The Roman suppli from the 
Fritto section. These fried spheres of 
creamy risotto filled with melty cacio 
de roma cheese ($12 for three) are 
similar to Sicily’s arancini. 

Gripes: Portions are pricey ($12 for a 
bundle of fried radishes with honey; 
$19 for a platter of salumi) and most 
are best shared, except for the crudo 
del mercato ($15). I expected the 
“selection of Italian-style sashimi’’ de- 
scribed on the menu to be more than 
three small slices of fish; five bucks 
a bite is hard to swallow, no matter 
how delicious. 

Seating: Besides a circle of stand-up 
tables in the middle, seats line each 
of the four bars. Since the menu is the 


Vino Libero 

A line of wine barrels on the second 
floor acts like a lighthouse, indicating 
the take-and-sip wine bar to thirsty 
shoppers. 

What’s to drink: A sign at the wine 
counter listed nine varieties of wine- 
red, white, sparkling and rose-on my 
visit. All were available by the glass 
($9-$28) and bottle ($33-$84). 

Loved it: Wine. While. You. Shop. This 
is genius, people. Sipping a glass of 
Adriatico Ribolla ($10) from partner 
Joe Bastianich’s wine label helped 
soothe my crowd-fueled anxiety, and 
I was happy to see interesting grape 
varietals beyond the typical pinot 
grigio-though there is a pinot grigio 
blend, if that’s your jam. 

Gripes: The typeface on the sign list- 
ing the wines was too small to read 
until I was nearly at the counter, mak- 
ing ordering a split-second decision. 
Seating: There are a few high tables 
to rest your drink, but the lack of

action-prosciutto- 
slicing, fish-dicing, 
hot oil-dunking-most in- 
terests you. More likely, you’ll just nab 
whichever seat opens first, like I did. 


The wait: On opening night, I scored 
a bar seat after 5 minutes of lurking, 
but waited longer for a menu and 
even longer for a glass of wine, which 
arrived after my food, lisaarnett 





La Pasta 


($3.80-$5.80), as well as chocolates 
($2.87 an ounce). 

Loved it: The diabella golosotto 
($5.80). Somewhere between a 
mousse and cake texture, this fea- 
tured three layers of different choco- 
lates. Adorable and tasty. 

Gripes: Only about a third of the 
items were labeled when I visited, 
leading to a lot of pointing and 
“Hmm, what’s that?” from other cus- 
tomers. At least the staffer behind the 
counter was well-informed, friendly 
and ready to offer recommendations. 


Seating: Since it’s right next to the 
gelato counter, your options are the 
same. 

The wait: On opening night, this was 
the least-busy counter in all of Eataly. 
People must not have been ready for 
dessert yet. I was able to order and 
move through the line at lightning

La Pizza 

With wood-burning pizza ovens, 
copper olive oil pitchers and piles of 
canned tomatoes, my first impres- 
sion was that this must be the real 


deal. I was convinced when the men 
working the oven began shouting in 
Italian to one another. 

Whafstoeat: Neapolitan-style pizza 
like you tried on vacation (or saw 
Julia Roberts snarf down in “Eat, Pray, 
Love”). Choices range from classics 
such as the margherita ($14) and na- 
poletana ($15) to salty and wonder- 
ful capricciosa ($18) with mozzarella, 
mushrooms, prosciutto cotto and 
artichokes. 

Likes: My server said the Verace ($19) 
was not to be missed and she was 
right. Everything on this pizza hailed 
from the boot, from the mozzarella di 
bufala to the EVOO. Yum. 

Gripes: The seating was so disorga- 
nized that several people sat down 
thinking it was first-come, first- 
served, only to be shooed away by 
the wait staff. 

Seating: La Pizza shares a dining 
area with La Pasta, and the good 
news is you can order from both 
menus. But the best seats are at the 
pizza bar, where you can watch the 


cooks shovel pies like hot coals-if 
you don’t mind other people leaning 
over your shoulder to snap photos. 

The wait: I was quoted a 55-minute 
wait, but actually waited an hour and 
15 minutes before my phone buzzed 
(they text when your table is ready). 

When I arrived back at the host stand, 
there were several open tables and 
people were being seated immedi- 
ately, which was frustrating.

La Pasta 

Wiggle your way through La Piazza 
to the southeast corner of the build- 
ing and hop in line to speak with the 
host, who will either seat you imme- 
diately or take your phone number, 
then call when your table is almost 
ready. 

Whafs to eat: The menu features 
dried and housemade pastas ($13- 
$19) as well as a limited antipasti 
selection ($10-$15). 

Loved it: The tagliatelle al ragu di 
manzo ($19). Eataly’s housemade 
pasta stands head and shoulders 
above the boxed variety (no surprise 
there), and bits of braised short rib 
were perfectly tender. The plate 
could have used a sprinkling 
of parmigiano, which wasn’t 
offered by our server, and Turn the 

I felt like the price was a page for 

bit high for lunch, even in i^iore Eataly 
River North. coverage! 

Gripes: What’s up with 
these chairs? They’re made 
of incredibly lightweight plastic 
that wiggles unsettlingly with your 
every move. The empty seat at our 


table was constantly being knocked 
around by moving waiters, bashing 
one of my dining companions at least 
five times. It’s not exactly pleasant to 
spend an entire 45-minute lunch de- 
fending yourself from chair attacks. 
Seating: Yes-tables for two, four and 
probably more, as well as bar seating. 
The wait: I first tried to satisfy my 
pasta craving at 7:40 p.m. on open- 
ing night-foolish girl. The line for 
the host stand was about 10 deep, 
with no ropes or explanation of the 
seating process in place. A manager 
came through the line to apologize 
and was happy to check on the wait 
time, but since I was already about 
to eat my arm, a 20-25 minutes for a 
single seat at the bar wasn’t in the 
cards. I came back for an early 
lunch the next day with two 
friends and was seated im- 
mediately after waiting in 
a quick-moving 15-person 
line. Ropes were in place to 
guide diners this time. Our 
food came within 10 minutes 
of ordering, leading me to think a 
speedy weekday lunch is definitely a 
possibility here. d.m. 


KNOW BEFORE 
YOU GO 

» Be prepared for prices that re- 
flect the imported Italian ingre- 
dients and downtown location, 
but there are deals to be had 
(see La Focacceria, next page). 

» For food or drinks that you 
order from Eataly’s many food 
stations, you’ll either pay a 
cashier at the counter or get a 
check from a server; grocery 
goodies are paid for at the 
checkout stations on the first 
floor before you exit. 

» Hours are posted in-store and 
online for Eataly’s various 
parts, but our reporters found 
that start times varied during 
opening week. 

» Food purchased from take- 
away stations is for to-go or 
eating at nearby seating; you 
can’t take it to a table at any 
of the sit-down restaurants or 
brewery. 

» If you’re sitting down to eat, 
you don’t have to make a 
separate trip to the wine bar 
or brewery for a drink; wine by 
the glass and bottle, beer and 
flavored sparkling waters and 
sodas are served at most of the 
upstairs food stations. 

» Eataly’s fine-dining restaurant, 
Baffo, hasn’t opened yet but 
will debut soon.

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La Focacceria 

Eataly makes you work to find my 
favorite station, but it’s worth the ef- 
fort. Tucked against an upstairs wall 
near loaves of fresh bread, it looks 
and smells just like the street-facing 
stands in Rome as huge sheet pans of 
warm focaccia emerge from the oven. 
Whafs to eat: A great, inexpensive 
lunch. Tomatoes and mozzarella 
($2.80) is probably the best deal in 
the whole megastore, but there are 
also great options in the focaccia 
ripene (aka sandwich) category. 
Loved it: Classica ($1.80) is a perfect 
snack, while prosciutto cotto parma- 
cotto and housemade mozzarella 
($3.80) is oh-so-delicious and almost 
sandwich-like. Everything is pack- 
aged for takeout. 

Gripes: The hike! I had to make two 
laps around the second floor and ask 
for directions to find La Focacceria. 
Seating: None, but there are a few 
bar-height tables to lean on. 

The wait: I didn’t have a problem 



standing in a quick line staring at all 
the tasty options, though it did entice 
me to order three varieties. c.l. 

Gran Bar-Caffe Lavazza 
& Caffe Vergnano 

Whether you like your espresso tra- 
ditional or prefer some freshly micro- 
planed chocolate over your whipped 
cream-topped latte, Eataly has two 
coffee bars to help you caffeinate. 
What’s to drink: Caffe Vergnano 
steams up cappuccinos and espres- 
sos on the second floor, while the 
larger first-floor Lavazza features cof- 
fee, hot chocolate and more creative, 
flavored latte concoctions. 

Loved it: Oh, espresso macchiato 
($2.75), how sweet you are! Served at 
Caffe Vergnano in its proper diminu- 
tive cup, with just a teardrop of milk 
on its surface, the bitterness of the 
roasty beans played well with the 
accompanying biscuit. At Lavazza, a 
Neve Sulla Lava-hot chocolate, cold 
creme espresso, whipped cream and 
chocolate shavings ($4.80)-is way 
better than anything at Starbucks. 
Gripes: Chalk it up to first-week jitters, 
but Lavazza was having a tough time 
keeping orders straight, even when 
the line was only five deep. 

Seating: A few tables tucked to the 
right of the upstairs espresso bar are 
suitable for quick meetings, while the 
larger tables and street-facing coun- 
ter seats near Lavazza are more sus- 
ceptible to bumps from strollers and 


noise from the main entrance. 

The wait: I walked straight up to the 
Caffe Vergnano barista at 10 a.m. and 
received my espresso promptly; a 
noon-time Lavazza quest took about 
ten minutes from the beginning of 
the line to receiving my drink. k.b. 

Nutella 

It’s everything I have dreamed of: 
Nutella jars circling a crepe station on 
the first floor. 

What’s to eat: Pick a sugary-sweet 
carb, pour Nutella on top. Presto! 
You’ve got the whole menu. Options 
range from fresh bread with Nutella 
(pane, $2.80) to classic crepes ($5.80). 
Loved it: The brioche ($3.80) with 
a spread of Nutella inside is perfect 
for breakfast. Bacio di dama ($4.80) 
are sweet, crunchy cookies only en- 
hanced by Nutella. 

Gripes: The people working the crepe 
station were still mastering their tech- 
nique; mine was smaller and thicker 
than I’m used to. 

Seating: Yes, and plentiful. Low tables 
for four abound, but expect some 
spillover from the gelato and Lavazza 
stations. 

The wait: There was a 15-minute wait 
for crepes on opening night and no 
system to keep track of who ordered 
what. That meant standing in a sec- 
ond line after I ordered, when I would 
much rather have been perusing the 
shelves of goodies. c.l.

I Panini 

Imagine the lunch line at your aver- 
age cafeteria or deli. Now imagine the 
longest line you’ve ever been in for a 
roller coaster. Combine the two and 
you have the panini counter, located 
just to the right of the entrance. 
What’s to eat: Hot and cold panini 
ranging from the Giulietta (mozzarel- 
la, tomato, basil oil and sea salt, $8.80) 
to the Nicoletta (porchetta with garlic, 
rosemary and housemade giardinara, 
$6.80), with availability varying by 
day. Be warned: When they run out of 
bread, the station closes. 

Loved it: The Giuletta. It’s essentially 
an overblown caprese sandwich, but, 
sweet lord, is it delicious. 

Gripes: Having to pay extra for con- 
diments. I love pesto more than any 
sane human should, but having to 
pay extra for it on a sandwich that’s al- 
ready kind of pricey is a real downer. 
Seating: Nope. This station is definite- 
ly meant for grabbing and then going. 
The wait: My first attempt at 
12:30 p.m. Tuesday was met with a 
line almost to the other wall. Attempt 
No. 2 came around 4:30 p.m. the same 
day, when I waited in line for almost 
10 minutes only to find out 
the sandwich I wanted 
was sold out. The third 
time, I was told that 
despite the 11 a.m. 
opening time listed 
on the sign, the coun- 
ter wouldn’t open un- 
til noon. After waiting 
the hour to assure I’d 
be the first person in line, 

I finally won. You’ll need pa- 
tience for these panini. ernestwilkins 

Lait Gelato & II Gelato 

Welcome to the land of samples! At 
this first-floor counter, scooped gelato 
hangs out next to soft-serve gelato 
(this Eataly is one of five places in the 
nation that serves it, the woman be- 
hind the counter tells me), and teensy 
multicolored spoons beckon. 

What’s to eat: Soft-serve and tra- 
ditional gelato in cones and cups 
($3.90-$5.90) in flavors such as pista- 
chio, hazelnut and salted caramel. 
Loved it: Fior di latte (milk) soft- 
serve. There are almost no words for 
how delicious this is. It’s almost like a 
slightly sweeter, ice cream-y version 


of cream cheese or mozzarella. Every 
single time I took a bite, I said some 
version of the following: “Holy crap, 
this is so good.’’ If you eat one thing at 
Eataly, this should be it. 

Gripes: No complaints here. 

Seating: Tables for two and four are 
nearby, plus a few stand-up options. 
The wait: The line looked too mon- 
strous to tangle with on my first visit, 
but I was able to walk right up the sec- 
ond time. D.M. 

La Rosticceria 

I smelled this station before I saw it. 
Upon arriving to the second floor, I 
was whisked away to a land of fire 
and meats being feverishly hacked by 
men in white coats. Welcome to the 
roasted meats station, my friends. 
What’s to eat: Meats by the pound 
and to-go items such as whole rotis- 
serie chickens ($5.80 a pound), plus 
sandwiches and sides. 

Loved it: The leg of lamb ($21.80 
per pound). Featured on Tuesdays, 
this flavorful meat was paired with 
olive oil and cracked black pepper on 
Italian bread ($11.80 for the regular 
size; $14.80 for large). I started sweat- 
ing mid-way through and needed a 
cigarette when it was done. 

Gripes: The lack of sandwich top- 
pings. I wasn’t expecting a full set-up, 
but the sandwiches are sometimes 
literally meat and bread. Can I get a 
tomato or something in here? 
Seating: Your best bet is the nearby 
stand-up tables or taking it to go. 

The wait: I waited about five min- 
utes at 12:45 p.m. on Tuesday 
and the guy behind the 
counter carved my meat 
to order. e.w.

A small sampling of the things Panic! At The Disco front- 
man Brendon Urie doesn’t mind talking about: 

» Getting naked in public. He does that a lot; it’s kind 
of his thing. 

» His long-gone days of sluttiness, detailed in the band’s 
role-reversing new track, “Miss Jackson.” (He’s married 
now. It’s going well.) 

» The recent dustup that happened when 
Panic! wanted to use a sample of Fiona Apple’s
